Stuart Robinson, of Baltimore, thus define*

man to be ia a *tate of guilt and misery, and 
therefore in a state to receive the new* of sal- 
vation a* good news. 
He says that any system 


of religion which offers the favor of God to 
man on the condition of his working out tome 
equivalent of good work*, ai aq offset to hi* 
guilt, ie not Evangelical—i* not good new*, be- 
cause it i* no news at all. Under the head of 
Evangelical denomination he enumerate* tbe 
Methodist*, Baptists, Presbyteriaus, Episcopa- 
lians, Lutheran*, Orthodox Congregationali*t*r 
and *oiue other smaller bodies, numbering in 
.this country, 16,500,000 persons ; and among 
the un-Evangelical he include* the Roman 
Catholic*, Unitarians, Uoiversalists, Campbel- 
lites and Christiana, and some minor bodies, 
numbering 3,400,000." 


CHRISTIANS AND MOHAMMKDAN.H.—In Eu- 


ropean Turkey the Christian* outnumber by 
far the Mohammedans, there being ten and a 
half millions of Christians, and only four and a 
half millions of Mohammedans. In European 
and Asiatic Turkey together, there are about 
seventeen millions of Mohammedans to four> 
teen millions of Christians, thirteen millions of 
whoui are Greeks and Armenians, and nine 
hundred thousand Catholics. 


El'ISCOl'ACY AND PllESUVTERI AKISM

SCOTLAND.—The xVorfA British Review has an 
article on Kecent Sermons—Scotch. English 
nnd Irish. As to Presbyterian Scotland, the 
Review admits that the pulpit has sunk from a 
first rate into a second rate power in the State- 
As to England, it affirms that during the las' 
tweuty years there has beeu more life, activity, 
freedom, progress aud power exhibited by the 
Episcopalian than by the Presbyterian pulpit. 
And as to the Irish Church generally, the re- 
viewer speaks highly of the progress its clergy 
hare made, declaring that its ministry have so 
advanced that it now stands on a level with 
that either of Scotland or England, if it doe* 
not, in some points excel both. 


THE BRITISH BIBLE SOCIETY.—The num- 


ber of bibles issued by tbe British Bible Soci- 
ety last year, was 1,474,864 copies, being an in> 
crease of i!3,518 copies over tboso of last year. 
Tho icceiptsof tbe year ending March 31,185G, 
exceeding those of any preceding year. 
The 


amount applicable to the general purposes of 
tho Society was £05,624, and the amount re- 
ceived for Bibles aud Testaments, £63,100; 
making, the total receipts from the ordinary 
sources of iucome, £128,725, beiug £4,°-47 
more thrtu iu tbe year previous, and £3,(J5!> 
more than in any former year. 
To this WHB 


added the sum of £100 further contributions 
to the Jubilee Fund, and also £1,562 added to 
the Chinese New Testament Fund, making a 
grand total £130,438, or the magnificent eum of 
$650,000. The total number of Bible* and 
Testaments issued by this Society since its first 
establishment, amount to very near 20,863,901 
copies, 


PROTESTANISM IN FRANCE.—A striking ex- 


ample uf the manner in which Protestantism 
has boen gaining ground the last twenty years 
in France, is seen in the church at Havre, 
where, from 509 souls, the Protestants have in- 
creased to 3000, to which must be added a mo- 
ving population of ],000 persons at least. In- 
stead of one school, frequented by 100 chil- 
dren, tbere are now four, with more than 400 
children. Out of 320 student* at the college 
of the town, there are 80 Protestants.

;wo churches have become insufficient, and a 
;hird is about to be constructed, to contain 
2000 sitting* ; the Municipal Council has voted 
a gift of 100,000 francs toward the expenses of 
he edifice.
